Inasmuch as this made at least the 
sixth case in local hospitals where 
death unexpectedly occurred after the 
anesthetic had been administered for 
minor operations in the majority of 
instances, this coroner’s inquest was 
of special importance and drew evi- 
dence from a number of the promin- 
ent medical men of the cily. Rumors 
have been going about the city most 
persistently of late that an inferior 
shipment of chloroform was received 
for local work some time ago, and 
traceable to this source. 

Thursday's inquest and post mor- 
tem examination, together with the 
evidence of medical men seems to 
establish that anesthetics used ip the 
city have been of a safe standard, 
and that more than one of the un- 
usual deaths are doubtless due to the 
after effects of influenza. In the case 
of the young patient who succumbed 
suddenly to the anesthetic before a 
start was made on the operation, the 
post mortem conducted by Dr. Revell 
revealed that the heart had been 
rendered abnormal by the flu. More- 
over it was established and so re- 
ported by the coroner’s jury, that no 
blame could be attached to the sur- 
geons in attendance for the adminis- 
tering of the anesthetic because the 
conditions of the heart could not be 
detected upon an examination prior 
to the giving of the chloroform. The 
chloroform used was declared to be

RETURNED MEN MAKING APPLI- 


CATION IN NUMBERS FOR 
NORTHERN FARMS. 


The land office and every depart- 
thent of civil service catering to the 
needs of returned men who contem- 
plate going on the land, are being 
rushed with enquiries and applica- 
tions from returned men in Edmon- 
ton. Applicants include not only city 
men, but also. men frdm_ outside 
points within a radius of 150 miles 
from Edmonton. 

Under the returned soldiers’ set- 
tlement act, men returned from over- 
seas may secure, in addition to their 
ordinary homestead right, a soldier 
grant of an additional 160 acres, and 
this knowledge is offering much at- 
traction for the soldier farmer. 

The application for soldier grants 
is made, in the same way as that for 
the ordinary homestead. If eligibility 
of service is not established - how- 
ever, the application for land may be 
held by the agent and the case be 
referred by wire to the Soldier Set- 
tlement Board for decision. 

By the Soldier Settlement Act, a 
veteran who already holds a home- 
stead entry or a homestead patent 
is allowed prior right of entry for an 
adjoining quarter section if vacant 
and available.

The care of 
farm machinery is a phase of’ farm 
management that does not usually re- 
ceive the atterftion its importance 
warrants. In the rush to get the 
crop into the-ground at the proper 
time and in the best possible condi- 
|tion-for satisfactory retiirns or to 
gather in the harvest promptly, the 
care due the implements which -have 
made each operation possible is lack- 
ing or performed in a more or less 
haphazard manner. As a conse- 
quence, part of the toil-earned. rev- 
enue of the farm {fs swallowed up 
in the purchase of new machinery or 
in expensive repairs which might 
have been avoided had proper pre- 
caution been taken in time. 
Throughout the Experimental 
Farms system, attention is given, so 
far as circumstances permit, to this 
factor in farm management. All im- 
plements are cleaned and placed un- 
der covér when not in use, all pol-

Versailles, May 8.—Following is 
the address of M. Clemenceau to the 
German delegates at the peace con- 
gress: 

“Gentlemen, plenipotentiaries of the 
German empire: It is neither the time 
nor the place for superfluous words. 
You have before you the accredited. 
plenipotentiaries of all the small and 
great powers united to fight together 
in the war that has been so cruelly 
imposed upon them. 

“The time has come when we must 
settle our account. 

“You have asked for peace. We are 
ready to give you peace. We shall 
present to you now a book which con- 
taing our conditions. You will be 
given every facility to examine these 
conditions and the time necessary for 
it. Everything will be done with the 
courtesy that is the privilege of civil- 
ized nations. 


PEACE MUST BIk LASTING 


“To give you my thought com- 
pletely, you will find us ready to give 
you any explanation you want, but 
we must say at the same time that 
the gecond treaty of Versailles has 
cost us too much not to take on our 
sides all the necessary precautions 
and guarantees that the peace shall 
be a lasting one. 

“I will give you notice of the pro- 
cedure that has been adopted by the 
conference for discussion, and if any: 
one has any observations to offer he 
will have the right ‘to do so. No oral 
discussion is to take place and the 
observations of the German delegates 
will have to be submitted in writing. ° 

“The Gorman plenipotentiaries will 
know that they have a maximum 
period of fifteen days within which to 
present in English and French their 
written observations on the whole of 
the treaty. Before the expiration of 
the aforesaid period of fifteen days 
the German delegates will be entitled 
to send their reply on particular 
headings of the treaty, or to ask 
questions in regard to them. 

“After having examined the obser- 
vations presented within the afore- 
mentioned period,the supreme council 
will send their answer in writing to 
the German delegation and deter- 
mine the period within which the final 
global (world wide) answer must be 
given by this delegation. 


ANSWER INQUIRIES. AT ONCE 


“The president wishes to add that 
when we receive, after two or three 
or four or five days, any observations 
from the German delegation on any 
point of the treaty, we shall not wait 
until the end of the fifteen days to 
give our answer. We shall at once 
proceed in the way indicated by this 
document.” :

VON BROCKDORFF RANTZAU'S 
REPLY TO CLEMENCEAU 


Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, head 
of the German dolegation, speaking in| 
German, said: “Gentlemen: We are 
deeply impressed with the sublime! 
task which has, brought us hither to 
give a durable peace to the world. 
We are under no illusion as to the 
extent of our defeat and the degree 
of our want of power. We know that 
the power of the German arms is 
broken. We know the power pf the 
hatred which we encounter here, and 
we have heard the passionate demand 
that the vanquishers make us pay as 
the vanquished, and shall punish 
those who are worthy of being pun- 
ished.

“It is demanded from us that we 
shall confess ourselves to be the only 
ones guilty of the war. Such a confes- 
sion in my mouth would be a lie. We 
are far from declining any responsi- 
bility that this great war of the world 
has come to pasg and that it was 
made in the way in whch it was 
made. The attitude of the former 
German government at the Hague 
peace conference, its action and owis- 
sions in the tragic twelve days of 
July have certainly contributed to the 
disaster. But we energetically deny 
that Germany and its people who 
were convinced that they were mak- 
ing a war of defence, were alone 
guilty. 

“Nobody will want to contend that 
the disaster took its course only in 
the disastrous moment when the suc- 
cessor to the throne of Austria-Hun-

Calgary Examiner's Review, May 9 


CATTLE. 

‘The blizzard has held back ship. 
Calgary and, on the offerings, the 
price appearg to be about on a par 
with last week. The best cattle sold 
were three loads which. went at 
$15.50, and they were not really top 
stuff. Some very ‘good heifers were 
sold yesterday, bringing $14.25. Re- 
ceipts of all kinds were light, and 
with such narrow trading to the mar- 
ket it would not be safe to make any 
change in prices, but the assumption 
may be taken that the good cattle 
will bring up to last week’s prices. 
Stockers and feeders are very slow 
Not many oxen or bulls offered and 
veal also light. 

Prices have been strong at Edmon- 
ton, with the receipts somewhat light 
owing to farmers being busy on the 
land. The best steers are worth up 
to $15 and there has been a_ very 
marked advance of about $1.00 a hun- 
dred on cow stuff, with the tops up to 
$13.00. Butcher buyers are meeting 
with strong competition on cows from 
country buyers. Springers are worth 
up to $135. Commission houses are 
buying stocker and feeder cattle on 
orders from farmers and stockmen 
who are unable to come in just new. 
They will get just as good service as 
though they were right on the fence 
themselves. There was a flurry in 
cattle at Edmonton today, when 
steers were at $15.00 and heifers at 
$14. 60 and $14.00. 

HOGS 

Wednesday there were a few loads 
sold at Calgary at $22.50, but the few 
loads which were in on Thursdey 
raised the prices up to $22.75 and 
$23.00, with a 3c cut on smooth sows 
and lights. This morning there was 
again a light list of arrivals, and the 
buyers took the bunches at $23.00. 

Hog buyers in Edmonton vards 
were trying to work the prices down 
this week and though the sales werc 
at $22.00 on Wednesday, they would 
not bid over $21.75 on Thursday. 
Hogs were at $22.50 Friday. 

HORSES. 

Some of the best teams of mares 
and geldings which have heen selling 
at recent auctions have brought a 
little more money, but this week 
‘business has been quiet on account of 
the storm. ° 


SHEEP.

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EGYPT AND INDIA. 


The insurrections in Egypt and 
India will help, says the Manitoba 
Free Press, to make the’ ordinary 
Westerner realize how little he 
knows of the quality and direction 
of thought among the peoples of the 
near and the far Fast. 

The salient fact about India 
especially is that it typifies a civili- 
zation different in type and ideal from 
our own. Indian nationalism is some- 
thing which embodies the philosophy 
and mentality of the Hindu peoples, 
and has characteristics which vary 
widely from those of the West. 

Both India and Egypt have tradi- 
tions which extend back to the very 
dawn of human records, they have 
cradled great civilizations and in each 
of them profound and original reli- 
gions have originated. In India the 
memory of the past has not been ob- 
literated from the life of the modern 
Hindus, and the national movement 
draws support from historical tradi- 
tions which show India to have been 
great and magnificent, with temples 
and cities, with sciences, manufact- 
ures, and a broad culture, when the 
barbarian tribes of Central and Wes- 
tern Europe wore skin garments and 
painted themselves with woad in 
their mud and wattle encampments 
and villages. 

Egypt is the meeting ground of the 
East and the West. Its strategical 
value to the Europeans generally is 
enormous, as it is the gateway to the 
Orient,-and at the same time a ram- 
part to the West. What the hopes 
the Egyptian nationalists may be and 
how far they would affect the West- 
ern tenure of Egypt can only be con- 
jectured at, but the feeling that 
Egypt is an integral part in the 
structure of European society is one 
that will gain in strength in Europe 
as the Eastern situation comes more 
and more to be understood 

East of Suez a social order and us- 
age begins with whose practices we in 
the West are simply not acquainted. 
Asia is the home of teeming millions 
of human beings. It houses a multi- 
tude of races, religions, nationalities, 
and temperaments, which in numer- 
ous cases have mude_ practically no 
contact with Europe or with Euro- 
pean ideas and customs. The hand- 
ful of Europeans who have plunged 
into the ocean of Asian life have 
never been more than strangers in a 
strange land; conquerors holding 
down subject races; sympathetic, 
maybe, and just in their administra- 
tion, but allens always to the peoples 
whom they ruled. 

Under the unrest in India there is 
this feeling that the British rule, de- 
spite the open enmity with which it 
is regarded by the nationals, is, 
essentially just, and is necessary for 
the existence of order and coherence 
throughout the country. The most 
violent nationalists themselves admit 
that the middleclass and aristocratic 
Hindus are cogenitally incompetent 
to control India’s destinies. “The 
aristocracy and educated classes of 
India and Egypt are perhaps among 
the most contemptible specimens of 
humanity extant,” says Har Dayal, a 
vehement Indian nationalist, in a 
recent issue of The New Statesman, 
“they cannot administer or fight, or 
take the initiative in progressive 
movements, or discharge any of the 
duties that devolve on the aristo- 
cracy of all civilized nations.” India 
and Egypt depend for their existence 
as orderly communities on the lead- 
ership of Europeans.

Dublin, May 9.—The military oc- 
cupation of the Mansion House here, 
which was effected by soldiers and 
police shortly before 5:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, was not aimed at the 
suppression of the Irish parliament, 
whose session was held there, but 
was intended to effect the arrest of 
Robert Barton and J. J. Walsh, Sinn 
Fein members of parliament, and 
others who had_ recently escaped 
from the Mount Joy prison, and were 
believed to be in the building. 

Dawson Street, on which the Man- 
sion House stands, and all the adjoin- 
ing streets were cleared of people 
and tramway traffic was suspended. 
Parliament which had met earlier in 
the day, had adjourned, but the build- 
ing wag to be used in the evening for 
a reception by the lord mayor to 
Frank P. Walsh, Michael F. Ryan and 
Edward Dunne, the visiting represen- 
tatives of Irish societies of America. 
The troops remained in the structure 
nearly two hours, by which time the 
lord mayor's guests for the reception 
were arriving. These guests included 
the United States representatives of 
the Irish societies and were held up 
outside by the cordon of toops with 
machine guns which had been thrown 
about the building. Eventually the 
troops were withdrawn, without hav- 


ing captured the men who were 
sought. The reception then proceed- 
ed.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The Commissioners brought in the 

following report: 


The Council, City of Red Deer 


Gentlemen,—We submit our regu- 
lar report as follows: 


1. An act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature provideg that 
in cases of dispute between Munici- 
palities over care of Flu patients 
any municipality may apply to the 
Minister of Municipalities for the 
appointment of a Commissioner to 
determine the standing of accounts. 
We recommend that the Council ap- 
ply at once for the appointment of 
such a Commissioner to determine 
the accounts between the City and 
all municipalities owing unsettled ac- 
counts for the care of Flu cases. 


2. A Deputy Mayor’ should’ be 
appointed at this meeting to act until 
June 30. 


3. After consultation with the City 
Solicitors we had them draft a form 
of agreement covering payment of 
taxes which we submit for your con- 
sideration. As soon as_ the draft 
agreenient is approved by you we will 
arrange to have the owners of prop- 
erty in arrears who wish to take ad- 
vantage of the extension of time for 
payment execute the agreements. 


4. We have discussed with the 
City Solicitors the question of getting 
roads opened through unsubdivided 
lands, and Mr. J. J. Gaetz M.P.P., has 
arranged with the Department of 
Public Works to have a surveyor sent 
here soon to make a survey of the 
proposed road to West Park. It will 
be necessary to have all proposed 
roads surveyed and proper plans pre- 
pared for submission to the Public 
Utilities commissioners. 


6. There is so much outside work 
to be done on roads and walks that 
we have authorized Foreman Jones 
to put Harry Russell on _ outside 
work, thus giving him two men. Ow- 
ing to the snow storm we have been 
unable to inspect the roads and side- 
walks as we intended, but we will do 
this as soon ag possible and report. 


6. Mr Rutledge has about com- 
pleted buildng the retaining wall in 
front of his property on Michener 
Hill. The roadway there has’ been 
repaired temporarily but will require 
considerable more work later to be 
put in good condition. 


7. The intake wells were not 
cleaned out last year and we believe 
it will be necessary to have them 
cleaned this year before high water 
as they might become blocked up with 
silt. We ask your authority to have 
this work done as soon as time can 
be arranged to get it done. 


8. 38rd Ave East, leading to the 
Exhibition grounds has been widened 
by filling on the West side of the 
roadway. This road will be raised by 
grading off the ends of 2nd and 4th 
Streets in Parkvale, and we hope by 
exhibition time to have a.fairly good 
roadway in that Avenue. 


9 The Inspector of the Western 
Canada Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion was in town this week and will 
be back in a few weeks when he will 
make an inspection of the Exhibition 
buildings on which we are asking for 
reduced rates. 7 


10. Pursuant to your instructions 
we interviewed the Executive of the 
Great War Veterans’ Association re 
presentation of certificates, and they 
are agreeable to having this done at 
Exhibition time. We now have a 
list of the men who have returned to 
this district, and who are entitled to 
certificates, and we will also soon 
have a Hist of names to be added to 
the honor roll.

W.G.T.U. DISTRICT. 
CONVENTION 


The District Convention of the 
W.C.T.U. wags held at Lacombe May 
Gth and 7th. “The principal feature 
of Tuesday ‘afternoon’s session was a 
paper by Mrs. Aylesworth of Olds, 
“Alberta under Prohibitory Law.” 
Although conditions were far 
ideal under prohibition, . they were 


vastly improved. Infringements of 
the law were less, the moral tone of 
the community was raised,-and peo- 
ple were more prosperous than under 
old conditions. 

At the evening session, the ladies 
of Lacombe contributed yocal and in- 
strumental music. Mrs. D. McLeyin, 
of Red Deer, recited “Highlanders 
shoulder to shoulder,” which, render- 
ed in the native tongue, wag very 
pleasing. In response to a_ hearty 
encore, Mrs McLevin recited “A sale 
of bachelors.” The address of the 
evening, in part, was as follows: 

“Prohibition in re-construction.” 
“Since the close of the war, re-con- 
struction has become a_ popular 
phrase. We talk, of re-con- 
struction in regard to the home, the 
church, and the school, and in all 
organized work. This is the re-con- 
struction period. We are pioneers in 
the work of re-construction. What 
a wonderful privilege wag granted to 
pioneers in a new country: that of 
leaving their mark or impress on a 
community. To-day we are settiing 
back to normal. The question is, 
how can I best help or contribute to 
re-construction .in my own land? 
What is there that we want to build 
into and what eliminate § from our 
national life. We must build in only 
the things that will stand the test of 
the future. In the past we have not 
been wise, and things have been 
built in that would not stand the 
test, hence the clash of ideals within 
every nation. During the past years 
there has been a continual warfare of 
ideals within every nation, that which 
is right and noble against that which 
is low and base, and this will con- 
tinue as long as the world lasts. We 
must work at re-construction wheth- 
er we will or not, and the question is, 
what place has prohibition in this new 
national life that we are building? 
Every institution must stand the test 
so must the principles underlying the 
prohibition mevement. Over 125 years 
ago a campaign was started, not 
against drink, but against drunken- 
ness. The first pledge made man 
promise not to drink more than was 
good for him, except on certain oc- 
casions. Prohibition’ was not forced 
on the people. They were educated 
for it through the press, the pulpit 
and the school. First there was a 
moral appeal, then, the financial or 
business appeal, they found that the 
revenue was overbalanced by the ex- 
penditure. Then came the physical 
appeal; the world believed that man 
needed whiskey to make him work, 
but education taught him that the 
effect was opposite. Then came the 
industrial appeal; drinking employ- 


from 


The world then began to reason, if it 
is wrong to drink then it is wrong to 
sell; dt it is wrong to sell, then it is 
wrong to manufacture. Hence pro- 
hibition. 

Let us stand behind our leaders and 
our organizations and enforce’ the 
law. We owe to the future that we 
give it a legacy, that we do not build 
whisky into our re-construction. Let 
us build instead, prohibition, that 
which will stand the test.’ 

Wednesday morning’s session was 
taken up with business. At the af- 
ternoon’s session a paper on ‘Alcohol 
as a Therapeutic (curative) agent.’’ 
Alcohol is the most popular medicine 
known.

SCHOOL ADVANCES IN 
RED DEER 


INSPECTOR BOYCE. AND PRINCI- 


PAL LOCKE GIVE NECESSARY 
OUTLINES, 


On Thursday. evening, at a meeting 
of the Teachers’ Alliance to which the 
parents and ratepayers were invited, 
Mr. Boyce gave an Interesting account 
of his recent visit to schools in. the 
United States, especially to the schools 
of Gary, a town with a population of 
50,000 or 60,000, about twenty-seven 
miles from Chicago, where great pro- 
gress in education has been made. In 
1906 they had one teacher; they have 
now one hundred and sixty teachers, 
and are working out some very inter- 
esting schemes in education. Fortun- 
ately for the schools of Gary, he said, 
they had three conditions in their 
favor: (1) A superintendent with vis- 
jon and definite ideas, (2) a school 
board that enthusiastically supported 
him, (3) available funds. 

In suggesting how improvements 
might be carried out in the Red Deer 
schouls, Mr. Boyce pointed out: 

(1) That with a view to some day 
having a new High School, it might be 
well to try and secure a site now of 
from 5 to 10 acres. 

(2) That we should not rely alto- 
gether on the Department to suggest 
ideas to us, but should set out in new 
and original directions for ourselves. 
We should show individuality in edu- 
cational effort. 

(3) The Principal of the High 
; School should have time for supervis- 
‘ion of the public school’. Many a weak 
teacher 
the ditficult places. 

(4) That successful 
schools were not possible unless the 
whole community worked together in 
the interests of education. 

Principal Locke also reviewed the 
High and Public School work, ag 
follows: 

The general public should be inform- 
ed of the ditHculties which have been 
encountered in the management of the 
Red Deer schools during the past three 
years. In the High School, with an 
attendance equal to that of, other years, 


up-to-date 


there have been three teachers working 


instead of four, forcing a combination 
of the two important highest: grades, 
and hence making the pupils’ sork 
much harder for them, besides cutting 
into their time. 
been maintained, chiefly because of the 
ability and “grit” of our pupils. The 
worst feature of this system has been 
the impossibility of any supervision 
work in the schools as a whole on the 
part of the Principal, and a school of 
the size of Red Deer school loses effi- 
ciency without supervision. This work 
cannot be done by the Inspector, who 
can only check up the work of the tea- 
cher once or twice a year. 

That the High School particularly 
has been run cheaply is proven by the 
fact that the cost per pupil has been 
from $20 to $40 less than in other High 
Schools of the Province, as far as can 
be determined from data at hand, and 
the laying off of the fourth teacher was 
a financial saving of at least $1300 per 
year on the average, as the Increases 
in the other salaries were normal. Such 
a policy, if the teachers continued to 
concur in it, would inevitably cheapen 
our schools. In the public school there 
are teachers who could command much 
higher salaries in some other towns, 
but they have been loyal to Red Deer 
through the war period. This state of 
affairs must now come to an abrupt 
end, and the city is faced with an in- 
crease of educational expenditure in 
two or three directions. * 

First, the introduction of Manual 
and Household uArts. The schools are 
losing their hold, on boys particularly, 
in the higher grades. Many of them 
are not interested in, or not able to 
carry on, a purely academic course. 
The introduction of the practical 
courses, so-called, would be a stimulus 
to interest and an incentive to remain 
in school for a longer period. No ex- 
penditure would be out of place which 
would serve to hold ‘teen age boys in. 
school, because of the effect a longer 
educational period would have on their 
futures. Our present figures show 
twenty-six boys and seventy-three 
girls in the High School. 

Second, increase in staff and in 
salaries, The Principai must be re- 
lieved) of some of his teaching for 
supervising work. The salarigs must 
go up in order to secure and hold effi- 
cient teachers, The West no longer 
leads in the matter of high teachers’ 
salaries except, possibly, over Eastern 
Canada, In both Great Britain and 
the United States many of the salary 
schedules show higher rutes than ours. 
This means that these two sources .of 
supply of Western teachers will) be 
partly stopped and aw consequent rise 
in salaries must take place here. An 
attractive salary schedule is the in- 
ducement which will) bring to our 
schools experienced teachers of high 
efficiency. 

The matter of increased accommoda - 
tion for pupils must he faced before 
next September, owing to the prospec- 
tive increase in the number of High 
School pupils, since, this year, we have 
double the usual number in the Kighth 
Grades.

PLANS FOR SPORTS 


ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION MAKE 
PREPARATIONS FOR SEASON 


At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Red Deer Athletic Associ - 
ation *eld in the Armouries, Red Deer, 
on May 5, there were present: R. B. 
Welliver, chaigman; J. M. Campbell, R. 
J. Doran, B.18S. Hogg, F. Turnbull, R. 
C. P. Gee, T. A. Gaetz, N. White, B. G. 
Johns, W. G. Paterson, secretary- 
treasurer. 

The estimates of the chairman of the 
various sub-committees as to their tin- 
ancial requirements for the year 1919 
were as follows:— ‘ 

Baseball, $300; football, $150; tennis, 
$150; cricket, $100; basketball, $40; 


$50; total $990. It is understood that 
these figures are supject to revision. 
Mr. T. A. Gaetz, reporting for the 
Grounds committee, gave an account of 
what had been done towards acquiring 
play-grounds and having them put ‘in 
shape. The Grounds committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs, W. J. Betterill, chair- 


Cc. P. Gee, accompanied by J. M. Camp- 
bell and the secretary, went down and 
looked over the fair grounds, and after 
considerable care and thought decided 
to ask the City Council for a grant of 
3300 to be used for levelling the oval, 
etc., with a view to having the same in 
first-class condition for football and 
baseball. Mr. Botterill and Mr. Guetz 
interviewed the Council, explaining the 
object of the Red Deer Athletic Associ- 
ation, und bringing to mind the fact 
that in previous years they had ex- 
pended the sum of $500 on improve- 
ments, beside turning over to the city 
a grandstand valued at approximately 
$300. The City Council agreed, with 
one dissenting vote, to turn the grounds 
over to the Athletic Association for 
the purpose of promoting amateur 
sport and also to grant the $300 asked 
for improvements; the improvements 
to be under the supervision of the City 
Engineer, Mr. R. G. Dawe. The Com- 
mittee recommended that the work be 
done by Mr. E. Anderson, who will 
commence operations as soon as the 
snow is off the ground. Through the 
kindness of Mr. J. J. Gaetz, M.P.P., 
they have been granted the privilege of 
using one of the Government graders. 

Mr. Johns asked that the Grounds 
committee approach the City Council 
with a view to having the use of the 
City Square as a practice ground for 
cricket, etc. Mr. Gaetz, on behalf of 
the Grounds committee, replied that 
this privilege had already been grant- 
ed.

RED DEER MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 
Financial Statement for 1919--Financial 


~~ Record from 1907 


The following statement as to the business of the Red Deer Memorial Hospital is published by direction of 
the Hospital Commissioners for the information of’the citizens of Red Deer and district: 


During the past ‘year the Hospital 
management has taken advantage of 
the legislation procured in the City of 
Red Deer charter amendments of 1916, 
and the direction of the Hospital has 


passed from Directors chosen by the 
city or elected at the annual mecting 
to three Hospital Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the City Council. The Com- 
missioners appointed in June, 1918, 
were F. H. Tallman, who has been 
chairman of the Board since 1908; 
Judge Mahafty, and Ald. Galbraith, 
who has been a member of the Board 
since 1907. Mr. Tallman was elected 
and continued as chairman. The direc- 
tors, in their final report previous to 
the taking over of the Hospital man- 
agement by the city through Hospital 
Commissioners, paid high tribute to 
the unfailing and unselfish service and 
capable business management of the 
chairman, Mr. Tallman, and of the 
Lady Superintendent, Miss Kingston, 
and recommended that Mr. Tallman be 
appointed an Honorary Commissioner 
for life, and that Miss Kingston be 
given a suitable honorarium when fin- 
ancial conditions wafranted, as, besides 
her valuable service, she, had volun- 
tarily reduced her salary fo a very low 
figure during trying times during the 
war, This latter recommendation 
ought to have the consideration of your 
board during the year 1919. 


The number of patients admitted in 
the Hospital in 1918 was 505 as com- 
pared with 422 in 1918. We were able 
to show only a small deficit on main- 
tenance account this year,and it was not 
necessary to draw on the town grant, 
though, of course, the City Council 
paid- out close to $2,300.90 -— inter- 
est on debentures—on the capital 
charges. The cost per day per patient, 
owing to the high cost of living, comes 
higher, and the board has had to 
slightly raise some of the fees to meet 
maintenance charges. The rate per 
day for wards, however—$2 per day— 
will be kept down as long as possible: 
it was $1.50 per day from 1907 onwards 
up to the war-years. The private 
rooms and operating room charges 
have had to be increased in greater 
ratio. 


,The difficulty of obtaining adequate 
help, owing to  war-conditlons, has 
thrown a great strain upon the Lady 
Superintendent and the remainder of 
the staff, especially during the latter 
half of the year. The flu epidemic was 
taken care of by the Local Bourds, of 
Health, but the demand for nurses it 
occasioned reduced the help available 
for regular hospital nursing to a ser- 
jous degree. Conditions are now much 
improved. 


The following table compiled from Miss Kingston's records and the annual financial statements show 


We have to record the loss from the 
staff of Miss Margaret Kingsten who 
has been oferating room nurse _ for 
eight years. The Board suitably mark- 
ed her long service and fidelity to the 
institution. 

The proposal to form a Municipal 
Hospital District to take in the rural 
municipalities adjoining Red Deer, 
giving them a voice in the manage- 
ment, and apportioning the cost of the 
Hospital service pro rata, was placed 
before some of the people of the district 
by Mr. McKay, assistant organizer of 
Hospitals. Further action will not be 
taken until after the 1919 Hospital leg- 
islation is passed. 

The Board wishes to thank the Lady 
Superintendent and staff, and all others 
who contributed to the Hospital service 
during the year. They welcome the 
action of the Women’s Institute in tak- 
ing over the Hospital Aid work in the 
housekeeping department, and would 
bear testimony to the years of service 
given by the Ladies’ Hospital Aid, 
which work the Women's Institute 
takes over the Alexandra Club and the 
Balmoral Ladies’ Aid. 


The Hospital serves a large area of 
territory, not alone in the radius stret- 
ching around Red Deer, but out the 
Alberta Central and C.P.R. line, east of 
Lacombe, and its high standing and 
careful management reflect credit on 
the City of Red Deer, which owns the 
Hospiatl and has now become respon- 
sible for its maintenance.

Paris, May 7.—The treaty of peace! for the control of international rivers. 


between the 27 allied and associated 
powers on the one hand, and Germany 
on the other, was handed to the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries at Versailles 
today. 

It is the longest treaty ever drawn. 
It totals about 80,000 words, divided 
into 15 main sections and represents 
the combined product of over a thou- 
sand experts’ working continually 
through a series of commissions for 
the three and a half months since 
January 18. The treaty is printed in 
parallel pages of English and French, 
which are recognized as having’ equal 
validity. It does not deal with ques- 
tions affecting Austria, Bulgaria and 
Turkey, except insofar as _ binding 
Germany to accept any agreement 
reached with those former allies. 

Following the preamble and depos- 
ition of powers comes the covenant 
of the league of nations as the first 
section of the treaty. The frontiers 
of Germany in Europe are defined in 
the second section; European politi- 
cal classes. given in the third, and 
extra European political classes in 
the fourth. Next are the military, 
naval and air terms as the fifth sec- 
tion, followed by a section on pris- 
oners of war and military graves, and 
a seventh on responsibilities. Repar- 
ations, financial terms and economic 
terms are covered in gections eight to 
ten. Then Gomes the aeronautic sec- 
tion, ports, waterways and railwey.. 
section, the "aber covenant, the se 
tion on guarantees and the final 
clauses. Germany, by the terms of 
the treaty, restores Alsace-Lorraine| 
to France, accepts the internationali- 
zation of the Saar basin temporarily | 
and of Dantzig permanently; agrees 
to territorial changes toward Belgium 
and Denmark, and in East Prussia; 
cedes most of the upper Silesia to 
Poland, and renounces all territorial | 
and political rights outside of Europe 
as to her own or her allies’ territories 
and especially to Morocco, Egypt, 
Siam, Liberia and Shantung. 

She also recognizes the total inde- 
pendence of German-Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland. 


GERMAN -ARMY REDUCED. 

° Her army is reduced to 100,000 men, 
including officers; conscription with- 
in her territories is abolished; all 
forts 50 kilometres east of the Rhine 
razed and all importation, exportation ' 
and nearly all production of war mat- 
erials stopped. Allied occupation of 
parts of Germany will continue till 
reparation is made, but will be re | 
duced at the end of each of three year 
periods if Germany is fulfilling her 
obligations. Any violation by Ger- 
many of conditions as to the zone of 
50 kilometres east of the Rhine will 
be regarded as an act of war. 

The German navy is reduced to six 
battleships, six light cruisers and 
twelve torpedo boats, without ‘sub- 
marines, and a personnel of not over 
15,000. All other vessels must be 
surrendered or destroyed. Germany 
is forbidden to build forts controlling 
the Baltic, must demolish Heligoland, 
open the Kiel canal to all nations and 
surrender her fourteen submarine 
cables. She may have no military 
or naval air forces except 100 unarm- 
ed seaplanes until October 1, to de- 
tect mines, and may manufacture 
aviation material for a six-month 
period. 

TRIAL OF EX-KAISER DEMANDED 


She agreeg to return to the 1914 
most favored nation tariffs, without 
discrimination of any sort; to allow 
Allied and associated nationals free- 
dom of transit through her territories 
and to accept highly detailed provis- 
sions as to pre-war debts, unfair com- 
petition, internationalization of roads 
and rivers, and other economic and 
financial clauses. She also agrees to 
the trial of the ex-kaiser by an inter- 
national high court for a supreme of- 
fense against international morality, 
and of other nationals for violation of 
the laws and customs of war, Holland 
to be asked to extradite the former 
emperor and Germany being respons- 
ible for delivering the latter. 

The league of nations is accepted 
by the Allied and associated powers 
as operative and by Germany in prin- 
ciple, but without membership. Sim- 
ilarly an international body is brought 
into being with a permanent office and 
annual convention. 


ACCEPTS FULL RESPONSIBILITY 


Germany acceptg full responsibility 
for all damages caused to Allied and 
associated governments and nationals, 
agrees specifically to reimburse all 
civilian damages, beginning with an 
initial payment of  20,000,000,000 
marks, subsequent payments to be se- 
cured by bonds issued at the dis- 
cretion of the reparation commission. 
Germany is to pay shipping damages 
on a ton-for-ton basis by cession of a 
large part of her meicbant, coasting 
and river tlests and by rew construc 
tion, and to devote her economic re- 
sources to tho rebuilding of the de 
vastated regions. | ;

The preamble names as parties of 
the one part, the United States, the 
British Empire, France, Italy and 
Japan, described as the five allied 
and associated powers; and Belgium, 
Bolivia, Brazil, China, Cuba, Ecuador, 
Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, the Hedjaz, 
Honduras, Liberia, Nicaragua, Pan- 
ama, Peru, Portugal, Roumania, Ser- 
bia, Sianr, Czecho-Slovakia and Uru- 
guay, who with the five above are 
described ag the allied and associated 
powers, and on the other,part, Ger- 
many. 

JUST AND DURABLE PEACE. 


It. states that: Bearing in mind of 
the request of the then, Imperial Ger- 
man government an armistice was 
granted on Nov. 11, 1918, by the five 
allied and associated powerg in order 
that a treaty of peace might be con- 
ducted with her, and whereas, the 
allied and associated powers being 
equally desirous that the war in 
which they were successfully involved 
directly or indirectly, and which orig- 
inated in the declaration of war by 
Austria-Hungary on July 28, 1914, 
against Serbia, the declaration of war 

y Germany against Russia on Aug- 
ust 1, 1914,. and against France on 
August 3, 1914, and in the invasion of 
Belgium, should be replaced by a firm 
just and durable peace, the plenipo- 
tentiaries, having communicated their 
full powers, found in good and due 
form, have agreed as follows: 


(From the coming into force of fhe’ 
present treaty, the state of war will 


terminate. From the moment, and 
subject to the provisions of this 
treaty, official relations with Ger- 


many and with each of the German 
states, will be resumed by the allied 
and associated powers.) 


COVENANT INCORPORATED 


Section one (league of nations)— 
The covenant of the league of ua- 
tions constitutes section one of the 
peace treaty, which places upon the 
league many specific, in addition ‘to 
its general, duties. It may question 
Germany at any timé for a violation 
of the neutralized zone east of the 
Rhine as a threat against the world’s 
peace. It will appoint three of the 
five members of the Saar commission, 
oversee its regime, and carry out the 
plebiscite. It will appoints the high 
commissioner of Dantzig, guarantee 
the independence of the free city, and 
arrange for treaties between Dantzig 
and Germany and Poland. 

It will work out the mandatory 
system to be applied to the former 
German colonies, and act as a final 
court in part of the plebiscites of 
the Belgian-German frontier and in 


disputes as to the Kiel canal, and} 


decide certain of the economic and 
financial problems. An international 
conference on labor is to be held 
in October under its direction, and 
another on the international control 
of ports, waterways and railways is 
foreshadowed. 

(A membership.)—The members of 
the league will’ be signatories of the 
covenant and other states invited to 
accede who must lodge a seclaration 
of accession without reservation 
within two months. A new state, 
dominion or colony may be admitted, 
provided ‘its admission is agreed to 
by two-thirds of the assembly. A 
state may withdraw upon giving two 
years’ notice, if it has fulfilled all its 
international obligations. , "» 


SECTION II—SECRETARIAT 


A permanent secretariat will be 
established at the seat of the league, 
which will be at Geneva. 

The assembly will consist of repre- 
sentatives of the members of the 
league and will meet at stated inter- 
vals. Voting will be by states. Each 
member will have one vote and not 
more than three representatives. 

COUNCIL 

The council will consist of repre- 
sentatives of the five great allied 
powers, together with representatives 
of four memberg selected by the as- 
it may 
comprise additional states and will 
meet at least once a year. Members 
not represented will be invited to 
send a representative when questions 
affecting their interests are dis- 
cussed. Voting will be by states. 
Each state will have one vote and 
not more than’ one representative. 
A decision taken l-y the assembly and 
council must be unanimous, except in 
regard to provedure and to certain 
cases specified in the covenant and 
in the treaty where decision will be 
a majority. 

REDUCING ARMAMENTS 


The council will formulate plans 
fcr a reduction of armaments for 
consideration and adoption. These 


plans will be revised every 10 years. 
Once they are made with any party 
to the dispute which complies with 
it, if a member fails to carry out 
the award the council will propose 
the necessary measures. The coun- 
‘cil “will formulate plans for the es- 
tablishment of a permanent court of 


international justice ‘to determine in! 


ternational ‘disputes ‘or to ‘give ad- 
visory opinions. "Members who'do not

If the council, less the parties to

In this case arecommendaton is made 
by the assembly that no members 
must exceed the urmaments fixed 
without the concurrence of the coun- 
cil. All members will exchange full 
information as to armaments § and 
programmes and a permanent com- 
mission will advise the council on 
military and naval questions. 


PREVENTION OF WAR 


Upon any war or threat of war, the 
council will meet to consider what 
common action shall be taken. Mem- 
bers afte pledged to submit matters 
of dispute to arbitration or enquiry 
and not to resort to war until three 
months after the award. 

Members agree to carry out an 
arbitral award and not to go to war 
concurred in by all its members rep- 
resented by the council, and a simple 
majority of the rest, less the parties 
to the dispute, will have the force of 
a unanimous recommendation by the 
council. In either case, if the neces- 
sary agreenient cannot be secured, 
the members reserve the right to take 
such steps as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of right and justice. 
Members resorting to war in disre- 
gard of the covenant will immediate- 
ly be debarred from all intercourse. 
with other members. The council 
will in such cases consider what 
military or naval action can be taken 
by the league collectively for the pro- 
tection of the covenants, and_ will 
afford facilities to members co-op- 
erating in this enterprise.

BOLSHEVIST PROPA-

American bankers are much alarm-

GERMAN COLONIES

GERMAN EAST AFRICA IN HANDS 
OF GREAT BRITAIN; AUSTRA- 
LIA HOLDS MANDATE ON THE 
SOUTH PACIFIC ISLANDS. 


Paris, May 6.—The council of three 
has agreed upon the disposition of 
the former German colonies. The 
mandate for the German Samoan Is- 
lands goes to New Zealand and the 
German possessions south of the 
equator to Australia. Japan is to be 
mandatory of the islands north of the 
equator. 

The official communication on the 
subject says: 

“The council of three, M. Clemen- 
ceau, President Wilson and Lloyd 
George, yesterday decided to the dis- 
position of the former German “*colo- 
nies as follows: 

“Togoland and Kamerun: France 
and Great Britain shall have a joint 
recommendation to the League. of 
Nations as to their future. 

“German East Africa‘: The man- 
date shall be held by Great Britain. 

“German South-west Africa: The 
mandate shall be held by the Union 
of South Africa. 

“The German Samoan Islands: The 
mandate shall be held by New Zea- 
land. 

“The other German Pacific poses- 
sions south of the equator, excluding 
the German Samoan Islands” and 
Nauru, the mandate shall be held by 
Australia, 

“Nauru (Pleasant Island) : The 
mandate shall be given to the British 
Empire. , 

“The German Pacific Islands north 


of the equator: The mandate shall 
be held by Japan.”

HATRED OF JEWS SHOWN IN 
BERLIN. 


London, May 8.—An Exchange Tele- 
graph-company dispatch from Berlin 
reports that hatred against the Jews 
has been displayed- recently in the 
German capital and that placards 
have been distributed, asking the 
citizens to massacre Jews, because, 
the notice asserts, the Jews killed 
200 children at Easter. 

As a result of this feeling and of 
reports from Vilna that Jews have 
been murdered there,it is added, lead- 
ing Jews have requested the United 
States commission in Berlin to assist 
Jews in Berlin and othe?
